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STARK POVERTY 

During the week-end, Hong- 
kong has had some unpleasant 
reminders of the state of ex- 
treme poverty in which so many 
cof its inhabitants live, The an- 
nual meeting of the Society for 
the Protection of Children 
served to bring the issue once 
ayain to the fore, and the revela- 
tions made by the Bishop of Vic- 
toria, in his ‘sermon on Sunday, 
of what he saw.in a, tenement 
house in the city, vividly illus- 
trated the appalling conditions 
‘with which the. poorest of the 
poor ‘have to put up. Bishop 
Hall’s statement, which parallels 
facts disclosed in the annual re- 
port of the S.P.C., is worth em- 
phasising in ‘condensed form.

The fuet that the Socicty has been able 
to cope with an increased volume of 
work without increasing its anlaried 
persannel a tribute to the energy 
and enthusiasm of. y one of its 
executive ‘oflicers,, paid and unpaid; 
but it ix n disturbing thought that 
untess economic’ conditions in this 
Colony show’ dlatinet improvement 
during the current year, i still 
greater strnin is likely to be inyposed 
onthe Society's Gnances. Tn this 
conncetion I mny be excused for re- 
minding you that in the course of the 
past four years, the Socicty's ordin- 
“ary income has fallen short of its ex- 
penditure by $14,000, and this in 
apite of stringent economies in ad- 
ninistrative ‘expenses.

That is the 
heart sickening poverty where the 
unhappy mother sees her infant wilt 
nnd wither on her breast because sho 
has not had «enough food to be able 
to feed it herself, and does not know 
of and cannot afford to buy artificin!

animals, We are not jealous when 
tender hearted persons concern them- 
wilves with the mitigation of criminal 
schtences, We wish only that all the 
#,000 children who have passed 
through our hands were as well off 
as omnany omni tsai, prostitutes, 
criminals and dogs, 


Reply ito Criticism 


“I wish to take this opportunity to 
muswer three criticisms which -have 
been expressed on our work. It has 
been said snd, a priori, with some 
pisey lity, that if. we make things 
enster for our poor we shall attract 
those of neighbouring districts. 
—"'My-first-answer-to-this-is- thatthe 
Society both on ‘its own and in co- 
operation with other bodies — has 
effected the repatriation and emigra- 
tion of children whose parents have 
been thankful to get awny. And 
secondly does anyone really. suppose 
that paronts . will leave their own. 
districts, where they. ure known, to 
come and stnrve among strangers on 
$1.50 n month so that their: babies 
many get n share in the $6,000 we 
spent Inst year in milk foods and cod 
liver ail? . 

“It has been suid that our work 
should not be necessury and that the 
scale en which we work is too small 
ty» be effective. It is, however, a 
lamentable fact . that ‘the work is 
necessary and will be necessary, os 
Jong ag unemployment is: prevalent. 
The scale on which we work is 
dietnted to us by the measure of sup- 
yout we get from the community and 

eannot understand criticism that 
refuses us a little help on the grounds 
that we need a great deal. 

“As for thore who are out for large 
seale, international, world-wide re 
forms we wish them well, we hope 
they will prosper, but ‘meanwhile, 
while the millennium recedes, while 
congresses digress, while Geneva 
quarrelx and grets red and cross, 
while gommissions issue plous re- 
ports, children are dying in_ pain or, 
worse still, clinging: in suffering te. 
what it would often be oa tragic 
euphemism to call life. 

“And this brings me to the third 
criticism I wish to meet. With such 
a sorry lot in front of them is it not 
better that these children ahordd die? 
It may even be so, fF do not know. 
But my answer is that our children 
do not dic. They continue to be 
alive. They grow up, that is they 
add to the wretched, tale of tlicir 
years. F 


Poverty and Crime 


“But with an inercase in our’ mem- 
bership. and incrensed-help from the

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“STARK POVERTY 


During the week-end, Hong- 
kong has had some unpleasant 
reminders of the state of ex- 
treme poveftly in which so many 
of its inhabitants live. The an- 
nual meeting of the Society for 
Protection of Children 
served to bring the ‘issue once 
again to the fore, and the revela- 
tions made by the Bishop of Vic- 
toria, in his sermon on Sunday, 
of what he saw, in a tenement 
house in the ‘elty, vividly illus- 
trated the appalling conditions 
with which the poorest of the 
poor have. .to put up.

Of the fifteen occupants in these 
ccramped.and_unhealthy sur-, 
roundings it Was discovered that 
four were children supporting 
thei parents by what they could 
pick up; three were daughters 
of a woman who was undergoing 
aterm of imprisonment for no 
more serious offence than that 
of hawking without’ a licence! 
No-one with a spark of human- 
ity in his or her ‘make-up -can 
rend facts ‘like these ‘without 
fecling that there is something 
sadly lacking in the social ser- 
vices of the Colony. The So- 
ciety for the Protection of Chil- 
dren, and other bodies as .well, 


Jare doing what they can to 


ameliorate the lot of these poor 
people, but, at best, their efforts 
only touch the fringe of a 
social problem. As Bishop Hall 
was at pains to point out, these 
people are our tellow-citizens; 
well might he ask what kind of 
training for future fatherhood 
and motherhood: is — possible 
under the conditions in which 
these poverty-stricken people 
exist. It is no answer to the 
problem to say that there are 
laws against overcrowding, and 
that if these laws were strictly 
enforced; such hovels would 
automatically. disappear. The 
problem is an economic one, and 
the dominant fact about it is 
that the people affected could not 
possibly afford: to rent ‘better 
quarters—they would merely be 
foreed into the ranks of the 
street - sleepers. Admittedly, 
much of the slum property in 
this Colony is of a type which 
would not for one moment be 
tolerated in. England, _ where 
such houses are being compul- 
sorily demolished, with no com- 
pensation pald to the owners. 
But to enforce demolition here, 


“Tand be unable‘to, provide alterna- 


‘tive accommodation within the 
.rent-paying capacity of the pre- 
gent tenants, would not solve the 
question. ‘Again we are thrust 
back to the'economic aspect. In 
the Jong run, when, standards of

On the way he 
“struck” New Orleans, stuck 
there, and then, attracted by the 
glamour of the Mississippi 
steamboat and by the call of the 
Great River to one of its 
children, turned-into a pilot, and 
navigated up and -down the 
Father of Waters. Of literature 
he never dreamed.

GLAZEBROOK | 


London, Dee. 16. 

The death has occurred of Sir 
Richard Glazebrook, the avintion 
ploneer.—-Reuter. 

Sir Richurd Tetiey Glazebrook, dis- 
tinguished scientist, was born in 
September, 1864,-.and was ‘educated 
at. Livorpool.- College -and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he wa 
fifth Wrangler in 1876. Made a 
Fellow of his College, he was ap- 
pointed Lecturer-in Mathematics fh 
1881. He also became Assistant’ 
Dircctor of the Cavendish Laboratory, 
and in 1886 was awardad tho. 
Hopkins Prize by the Cambridge 
Philosphical Society.’ By 
’ For years he was engaged on te- 
senrches in  vurious * branches of 
physies which led* to considerable 
rogfess in the understanding of the 
awe ond properties of matter. In 
1898-99 he was principal of Univer 
sit’ College, Liverpool, betng then 
appointed Director of the National 
Physien! Laboratory, a post which he 
filled with distinction for 20 years. 


AVIATION RESEARCH 


On the foundation in 1908, of the 
Aeronattical Research Committee as 
the advisory body on all avintlon 
matters Glazebrook was’ made its 
chairman, ‘In 1910 hie war awarded 
the cu, in 1917 was knighted and in 
1920 received the additional honour 
of Kc... On his announcing his in- 
tention of retiring in April, 1133, the 
Royal = Aeronnutien! Soelety, — of 
which he was a Fellow, awarded him 
its gold medal. This, the Socicty’s 
highest honour, had been awarded 
only six times previously. 

‘Oxford, Edinburgh, Victorin and 
Heidelberg Universitles conferred de 
recs on Sir Richard, the Royal 
Seciety, of which he was foreign 
hint {ta Hughes 
Medal and he was a member of many 
xelentifie and technical bodies.. He 
wrote a number pf works on various 
branches of physics.
